BIG MEETING AT _ UTICA 


Governor Devotes Speech to State Is- 
sues—Explains Workings of Pub- 
lic Service Commission.

UTICA, N. Y., Oct. 14—In the same 
city in which he made his famous appeals 
to the people on the Race-track Gambling 
and Public Service Commission bills, Gov. 
Hughes to-night added a third appeal di- 
rect to the citizens for the policies-he rep- 
resents. It was aimed specifically at the 
arguments raised by Lieut. Gov. Chanler 
On the issues of ‘‘ Government by commis- 
sion” and “ Personal liberty.’’ While 
an audience of 2,500 people that packed 
the Majestic Theatre to the roof, shouted 
and cheered its approval, the Governor 
repeated the questions he asked his oppo- 
nert in a recent speech, and added that 
he should continue to ask them until Mr, 
Chanler replied or his silence became 
more eloquent than words. 

These are the questions: 

Are you in favor of the repeal of the Pub- 

lc Commission laws? . 

Would you transfer the powers of the 
commission to any State officer, and, if 
£0, to what officer? 

Woula you deprive the commission of any 
of its powers, and, if so, of what power? 

Are you in favor of the repeal of the 

Agnew-Hart bill? 

Are you in favor of the restoration of race 
track gambling? 

you desire the amendment of the Con- 
stitution of the State so as to strike oui the 
prohibition against public gambling? 

“Let my opponent cease to hide behind 
phrases,’’ declared the Governor. ‘“ This 
fis serious business. It is an important 
political campaign, not a masked ball. 
An effort has been made to capitalize 
the points of resentment against me. Op- 
position, honest opposition, is a good 
thing. But we want this opposition to 
come to the stage where we can know 
what it really is.” 


Talks on Direct Primaries, 


The Utica speech came at the end of a 
busy day. Gov. Hughes got in here early 
this morning, and soon after breakfast 
was under way on a trolley trip, in the 
course of which he spoke at Ilion, Her- 
kimer, and Little Falls. To-night he de- 
voted his speech almost entirely to State 
issues, taking up first the matter of di- 
rect primaries. He said: 

“A party in its government, if it Is 
to be strong, virile, and efficient, «must 
be democratic; it must provide the largest 
means for the participation of the voters 
of the party in the party action, and for 
*. feeling of responsibility on their part 
for the action taken. It is not well that 
the voters of a party should feel that 
they do not count, that the men whom 
they may select to represent them in con- 
ventions will, by virtue of the method 
of their selection, in effect, act under 
dictation. I speak in the interest of party 
government, and I gpeak in the interest 
of party leadership. 

“Party leadership is essential. Weadeér- 
ship in all undertakings is not only neces- 
sary but inevitable. We are all looking 
for leadership, and we instinctively bow 
with respect to any one who points the 
way in the path we know we should 
tread. There is ample opportunity and 
always will be for leadership in political 
life and in party activity. In order that 
it may be based on the free will of those 
whom it represents, in order that it may 
be saved from it’s own temptations, in 


order that it may be true and skillful, and 
that party work may be most effiicent, we 
must have some system by which the 
voters of the party can determine it’s ac- 
tion and everything will be finally refer- 
able to those upon whose votes success of 
the party depends, [Great applause.] 


Indifference of Voters. 


“Of course, you can’t change human 
mature by any legislation, and such are 
our activities, such are the mamifold de- 
mands upon us, that too many of us fail 
to take advantage of the opportunity of- 
fered and probably many will for the most 
of the time fail to take advantage of 
any opportunities that can be offered, 

‘There are a great many critics that 
have not any real basis for criticism, 
because they don’t do what they can do to 
prevent that which they criticise. [Ap- 
plause.] 

* But we can have the machinery and 
the methods. Every now and then a 
time will arise when the voters want to 
speak, and they should have a chance to 
speak directly. And the fact that there 
was such provision and such opportunity 
for forcing their sentiments, would be at 
all times a powerful incentive to the best 
work in the party and the choice of the 
best man. herefore, I desire to see 
adopted in this State a system of direct 
nomiantions by political bodies.” [Great 

_ applause. }

mission Gov, Hughes called attention to 
the incongruity between the declaration 
of the Democratic platform favoring an 
extension of the powers of the Inter-State 
Commerce Commisston and the declara- 
tion of the Rochester platform against 
“‘government by commission.”

LONDON, Oct. 14.—The Rome corre- 
spondent of The Globe quotes one of the 
leaders in the Albanian agitation for inde- 
pendence in a curious statement. This 
agitator said that if: Albania succeeded 
in becoming independent it would be pro- 
posed to offer the crown of the new 
kingdom to the Duke of the Abruzzi. 


ROME, Oct. 14.—The numerous reports 
which have been sent from here giving 
rumors of the breaking off of the en- 
gagement between Miss Katherine Elkins, 
daughter of Senator Stephen B. Elkins of 
West Virginia, and the Duke of the 
Abruzzi, notably the alleged Rome dis- 
patch published in the United,States pur- 
porting to give the Duke’s announcement 
to the royal family of the termination of 
his betrothal and the text of the answer 
of Dowager Queen Margherita, in which 
she congratulated him on the outcome, 
are pure inventions. 

Not only the Italian Government, but 
even the personal friends of King Victor 
Emmanuel and the members of the royal 
family, know nothing of these alleged de- 
veloyments.

WASHINGTON, Oct. 14.—The supposed 
disinclination of Miss Elkins to embrace 
the Catholic faith spoken of in special 
cable dispatches from Rome as a possible 
bar to the marriage with the Duke of the 
Abruzzt is said on good authority not to 
exist, though no further statement is ex- 
pected from the Elkins family, and Miss 
Elkins, who will remain with her parents 
in their West Virginia home until after 
the election and then come to this city as 
usual, has preserved a dignified silence 
throughout. 

Senator and Mrs. Elkins are members 
of the Presbyterian Church, in which 
their children were all baptized. They 
are extremely liberal, however, have al- 
ways enjoyed a warm personal friendship 
with the Catholic dignitaries of Balti- 
more and New York, and would offer 
no oppositicn whatever to their daughter 
embracing the Catholic faith. 

Miss Elizabeth Elkins, the eldest daugh- 
ter of the family, pecame a Catholic on 
the occasion of her marriage to the late 
Edward Brunner of New York, the cere- 
mony taking place with great pomp in St. 
Patrick’s Cathedral, in Fifth Avenue. 
Blaine Elkins, the youngest son of the 
family, recently married a daughter of 
the Jate Senator Kenna of West Virginia, 
the ceremony being performed by a priest 
of the Catholic Church, of which young 
Mr. Elkins is a member. 

Miss Katherine Elkins occasionally at- 
tends the New York Avenue Presbyterian 
Church with her parents, but she has 
never united herself with that body, and 
consequently is not, from an ecclesiasti- 
cal point of view, a Protestant. Admis- 
sion to the Roman Catholic Church would 
be very easily accomplished in the event 
of her acceptance of that creed. That she 
has read seriously on the subject in the 


last few months is known to her friends. 
She has at no time expressed herself as 
ready or anxious to accept the faith, 
but it is known she has no prejudice 
against it. 


CHILDREN FORCED TO WORK. 


Parents Idle, Apparently— 
Fewer Marriages Now. 


| 


Many 


More than twice as many children are 
seeking employment this Fall as last Fall, 
and there has been a decided falling off 
in marriages, according to the records 
compiled by the Health Department. 

In September, last year, 1,300 children, 
14 years old, applied for certificates that 
they might become bread winners. Last 
month more than 2,700 children asked for 
employment certificates. There is but 
one construction put upon this unprece- 
dented increase by the Health Board. That 
is that a larger number of parents find 
themselves at the approach of Winter 
either out of employment or with their 
earning capacity reduced, so that the 
children’s help must be enlisted. It fre- 
quently happens that boys and girls can 
get work when men and women cannot, 
and, of course, they can do some work 
for which adults are not adapted. 

The apparent falling off of marriages 
is almost as noticeable as is the increase 
in the number of children asking to be 
allowed to go to work. though the fig- 
ures at the department may be mislead- 
ing, for clergymen who performed the 
marriage ceremonies may not have re- 
turned the certificates. as required by 
law. An investigation is to be made of 


this, however, involving a comparison of 
the records at the department with the 
License Bureau in the City Hall. It is 
a penal offense for ministers not to re- 
port marriages to the Health Department, 
and so few, comparatively, have been re- 
ported to the department that a list of the 
first 5,000 on record there will be sent to 
the City Hall to be compared with the 
first 5,000 recorded in Clerk Scully’s of- 
fice. 

If it is found out that ministers have 
not been reporting to the Department of 
Health direct, steps will be taken to find 
out the reason. There is absolutely no 
doubt, however, so it was declared yester- 
day, that no failure on the part of clergy- 
men to send tm their reports can account 
for the drop in the number of weddings. 


SPECTACULAR OIL FIRE. 


Three of the Standard’s Tanks Near 
Baltimore Burned, with $100,000 Loss. 


BALTIMORE, Md., Oct. 14.—A spectac- 
ular fire started this afternoon at the 
Canton- plant of the Standard Oj] Com- 
pany, a short distance beyond the east- 
ern limits of this city, and it was not 
under control until nearly four hours 
later. The fire originated in the pump 
house, where a spark set fire to oily pipes 
and ran along them to nearby tanks, of 
which three were destroyed. One of 
these was not in use, while of the others, 
each of about 1,200 barrels capacity, one 
Was nearly full of refined oil and the 


other less than half full of refuse oil. 

Explosions caused breaks in the con- 
nesting pipes and prevented the pumping 
off of the oll from endanger tanks. 
The firemen, however, were assisted by 
favorable winds, which carried the flames 
away from the other tanks of the plant. 
A firemen and a few bystanders were 
slightly hurt by flying debris. 

The loss was placed at between $50,- 
000 and $100,000,

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PALLISER QUITS AS 
HEARST CANDIDATE 


Notifies Elections Board He 
Won’t Run for Justice on 
League Ticket. 


COUNTY CHAIRMAN ALSO 


Gehring Too Busy to Run—The Palli- 
ser Declaration Taken to Mean 
Defection from League. 


Melvin G. Palliser, who has been one of 
the most influential members of the In- 
dependence League, and was nominated by 
that organization for Supreme Court Jus- 
tice at the stofmy County Convention held 
last week, sent a letter to President Doo- 
ling of the Board of Elections last night 
declining the nomination.

Pal- 
liser himself, however, was declared to 
be ‘“‘ out of town’’ when reporters sought 
a statement from him. At Independence 
League Headquarters it was said that no 
statement from the league regarding Mr. 
Palliser’s declination would be given out 
until after Mr. Hearst arrived. 

Mr. Palliser, it is believed, was prompt- 
ed in declining the nomination for Su- 
preme Court Justice by the league's re- 
fusal tc indorse the renomination of Sur- 
rogate Charles H. Beckett by the Repub- 
lican organization. Mr. Palliser threw the 
league’s County Convention last week 
into a turmoil by declaring after he him- 
self had been nominated that he would 
work openly for the re-election of Sur- 
rogate Beckett and he did not care what 
the Leaguers thought about it. 

This was after Arthur Brisbane had 
made a speech against fusion and sug- 
gesting that if the leaguers fuse at all 
they should fuse with Tammany on the 
nomination of Irving Lehman, a son-in- 
law of Nathan Straus, for Justice of the 
Supreme Court. 

Mr. Brisbane was accepted by the con- 


| vention as the spokesman for Mr. Hearst, 


who was out West, and the convention 
nominated in Beckett’s place John Pal- 
mieri, the “Italian lawyer, who was 
launched in political life by Gov. Odell. 

Mr. Palliser is very popular in the 
league, and should he sever his connection 
with the organization, many other mem- 
bers may follow him. 

It was also announced last night by 
the Board of Elections that Charles E. 
Gehring, Chairman of the Independence 
League County Committee, had declined 
the nomination for Congressman from the 
Sixteenth Congressional District, now rep- 
resented by Francis Burton Harrison, who 
is a candidate for renomination. 

Inquiries at the League Headquarters 
brought the information that Mr. Gehring 
had been compelled to resign because his 
duties as County Chairman prevented 
him from conducting an active canvass 
for his own election. In his place, it was 
announced, Edwin D. Ackerman, a piano 
manufacturer, had been nominated from 
the district.

IHinois Man Tells President Speaker 
Will Go Down Eventually.

WASHINGTON, Oct. 14. — President 
Roosevelt was told flatly to-day. that 
Speaker Cannon was the most undesirable 
asset the Republican Party had in the 
present campaign. The man who spoke 
s0 frankly was Robert S. Waddell, an 
Illinoisan, formerly President of the Buck- 
eye Powder Company and the original 
tilter against the Powder Trust. : 

Mr, Waddell told the President that the 
Speaker was the most unpopular public 
official in Illinois, and was the greatest 
drawback to big majorities that he had 
any knowledge of. He added that while 
Mr. Cannon probably would squeeze 
through this time because of his splendid- 
ly equipped political organization he was 
marked tor the slaughfer eventually. 

The President made no defense of the 
Speaker, nor did he comment on the 
scathing remarks of his visitor. Mr. 
Waddell, who is from Peoria, has placed 
himself at the disposal of the Department 
of Justice to give all possible aid In the 
prosecution of the New Jersey Corpora- 
tion.

It Totals About $245,000, $90,000 Col- 
lected by Newspapers. 


Treasurer Herman Ridder of the Na- 
tional Democratic Committee will make 
public to-day the list of contributions the 
committee has received up to date for its 
campaign fund. The total will be ap- 
proximately $245,000, and the list will be 
headed by the Tammany Hall contribution 
of $10,000, made on Tuesday. 

The Denver platform provided that all 
contributions of over $100 should be made 
public on Oct. 15, and the list will therefor | 
be a long one. It will contain the names 
of Mr. Bryan, who is reported to be ‘down 
for $10,000; Alton B. Parker, William F. | 
Sheehan, De Lancey Nicoll, Perry Bel- 
mont, the National Democratic Club, and 
a host of others. Comparatively few of 
the amounts subscribed, however, are 
above $1,000, though there are a large 
number of $500 contributions. 

The largest item in total in the list will 
be the contributions from newspapers. 
These will, in some cases run well into 
the thousands. The fund consists of col- 
lections made through Democratic papers 
all over the country, mostly in subscrip- 
tions of a dollar each. The total news- 
paper subscription will be close to $90,000. 

Mr. Ridder announced a week ago that 
he would make the list public on Oct. 15, 
and it was supposed that he would give it 
out last night. For some reason unex- 
plained, he decided to hold it over a day.

Woman and Assaulted 
by Strikers. 


GOT FARES AT NETHERLAND

When Assailants Rushed Out of Dark: 
Place the Passengers Made 
Their Escape. 


George A. Lovett, a strikebreaking chafe 
feur in the employ of the New York 
Taxicab Company, is in the Presbyterian 
Hospital likely to die of a fractured skull] 
received last night at the hands of three 
men supposed to be striking chauffeurs. 


| Lovett was lured into their hands, it is 


believed, by a man and a woman in even- 
ing clothes, who entered the car he was 


| driving at the Hotel Netherland. 


The hiring of Lovett's cap by so well 
dressed a couple and the subsequent order 
him an address scarcely in 
keeping with the appearance of his fares 
are believed by the police to be parts of 
aplot. It is thought that Lovett is simply 
the first victim of this new scheme, 

The couple stepped into Lovett’s car, 
which was in the cab line in front of the 
Netherland, at about 10 o'clock. Lovett 
leaned around frum his driving seat te 
learn their destination, and the man said: 

“Drive to 308 East Seventy-second 
Street." 

Lovett thereupon started on the trip up- 
town. On the seat beside him was Emil 
Fritsch, a special policeman. There were 
no signs of.strikers on the ride up to 
Severtty-second Street, nor were any of 
them seen by either Lovett or 
Fritsch as their car bowled down the 
street to stop in front of 308. But scarce- 
ly had Lovett pulled out his clutch and 
brought the car to a halt, than three men 
sprang up out of the shadows and leaped 
to the driving seat of the taxicab. One 
had a stone in his hand, and this he 
hurled at Lovett’s head. The missile 
found its mark, and, with a groan, the 
chauffeur sank unconscious across the 
dashboard. 


Special Policeman Escaped. 


to 


Fritsch had been attacked at the same 
moment by the two companions of Lov- 
ett’s assailant, but the special policeman, 
although carrying no revolver, was armed 
with a night stick, and he used this with 
telling effect. After an exchange of @ 
few blows the three men took to their 
heels, and Fritsch started after them, 
calling upon them to stop and shouting 
for help. At the corner of Second Ave- 
nue, one of the men awaited Fritsch’s 
approach, and when the special police- 
man got within reach struck him in the 
face with his clenched fist. The blow put 
Fritsch down, and .when he arose the 
men were running up the elevated steps. 

Fritsch was dizzy from the effects of the 
blow, and realizing that he could not 
catch the men before they could board @ 
north-bound train which was just pulling 
into the station, he abandoned the chase 
and turned back to look after Lovett. He 
found Miss E. Hentch of 1,406 Avenue A, 
who had chanced to pass just as the fight 
started, seated on the curbstone with 
Lovett’s head in her lap. The man was 
still unconscious and blood was flowing 
from a cut on his head. 

Suddenty Fritsch recalled the man and 
woman who had been in the cab, and he 
peered into the vehicle. It was empty, 
and the special policeman looked up 
toward the house at 308. It was dark. 
Apparently no one had entered there. The 
girl verified this surmise of the policeman, 
Seeing him looking into the cab she said: 

“The man ana woman hurried around: 
the corner when you started after the 
three men. They did not stop to help 
this poor fellow.’’ 

Fritsch ran to the corner, but saw no 
trace of the couple, and then rapped on 
the sidewalk with his stick for aid. The 
noise brought Poiiceman Shaw of the 
East Sixty-seventh Street Station, who 
immediately called Dr. McVaine from the 
Presbyterian Hospital. The surgeon

ALBANY, Oct. 14.—Lieut. Gov. Chanier 
waited two days before answering Gov. 
Hughes's challenge to declare his posi- 
tion on the race track issue, and this 
evening, in Schencetady, briefly noticed 
it, sayihg: 

There are‘threc thinzs'a candidate should 
never lose, One, his voice; two, his temper, 
and three, his election. 

My election depends upon the people, my 
voice upon physical causes, my temper is 
under my own control and ¢> I intend to 
keep it. I am not going to be worrled or 
hurried. Such declarations upon current 
topics as are made by me will be made at 
my own time and in my own way, and no 
man, whether he be Governor, newspaper 
editor, or political boss, can compel such 
declaration or dictate its terms. 4 

My distinguished opponent has held undis- 
puted sway so long that he appears actually 
to believe that he alone is to determine the 
issues of this campaign, and that he alone 
is the. grand inquisitor to whose every 
question a categorical] answer must be given 

‘or the refusal will merit punishment for 
contempt of court. 

My opponent is not only Governor and I 
Tieutenant Governor, but we are candidates 
for the same office, and as the candidate of 
the Democracy I yield no ground to the 
candidate of Republicanism. 

From now until Jan, 1 I shall endeavor to 
work in harmony with the Governor in our 
official relations, as I have always done, 
recognizing that he is my senior officer. 
From now until Nov. 1, however, apart from 
our official duties we are rival leaders of 
opposing forces, and my opponent will be 
disappointed if he expects to lay out my 
line of march or dictate the plan of my 
campaign. 


It was said to-night that the Democratic 
candidate for Governor later, possibly to- 
morrow in New York City, would take up 
the subjects ernbraced in the questions 
publicly propounded by Gov.

HEIRS CHARGE FRAUD. 


Brothers and Sisters of J. S. Inglis 
Make Accusation Against Widow. 


The contest over the will of James 
Smith Inglis, head of the decorating firm 
of Cottier & Co., who died in London on 
Dec. 13, leaving an estate valued at over 
$100,000, was before Surrogate Beckett 
yesterday, but after a spirited argument 
between counsel, it was adjourned until 
Oct, 28 

Mr. Inglis left three wills and one cod- 
icil, all of which were executed within a 


period of five months, the last will having | | esterday 


been signed just two weeks before his 
death. He left four brothers and a sister, 
who ask that the first will, made on 
July 15, 1907, be admitted to probate. 

Mrs. Louise Inglis, the widow, asks that 
the last will, dated Nov. 30, 1907, be pro- 
bated, and maintains that the first will 
was not executed in conformity with the 
laws of this State. Under his first will, 
Mr. Inglis, after making certain specific 
bequests, directs that the residuary es- 
tate be divided into three shares—one- 
third to go to his wife, and the remaining 
two-thirds to his four brothers and one 
sister. 

Under the last will he leaves the house 
at 3 East Fortieth Street to his wife, clear 
of all incumbrances, and he earnestly 
recommends her to retain it as a per- 
manent investment. To his brothers and 
sister he leaves $5,000 each and a per- 
sonal token to be chosen by his wife from 
among his personal effects, 

“To my foster daughter,” the will con-

SALARIES AT CITY COLLEGE. 


Trustee Says They Are Less Than | 
Those of High School Teachers, 


Theodore F. Muller, a Trustee of City | 
College, is pointing out the comparative 
expenses of tuition at the City College and 
other colleges. 

“The average salary paid to the in-; 
structing force as a whole,” he says, “is | 
less than is paid in the high schools and 
training school. The average salary 
— to the whole college teaching force, 
ncluding members of the Faculty and the 
President, is only about $1,750 a year, as’ 
compared with over $1,830 paid in high 
schools in this borough for their supervis- , 
ing and instructing corps. 

“The average salary paid in the New

MORE POOR TO CARE FOR NOW 


Charities Commissioner Tells of the 
Needs of His Department, 


Commissioner of Charities Robert W. 
Hebberd addressed the noonday meeting 
at the Budget Exhibit in the City Invest- 
ing Building yesterday. 

He said that in the estimate of the 
department for 1909 he had asked for 
large increases, necessary in part to feed 
and clothe the greatly increased number 
of inmates, approximately 1,000 more a 
day, due to bad times, as well as to put 
more than 200 old buildings in a good state 
of repair, and to employ more competent 
helpers to care for the sick. As illustrat- 
ing the inefficiency of the poorly paid 


class of helpers the Commissioner stated 
that two of them in charge of a horse and 
cart backed the whole outfit into the 
river on thelr pay day, making a total 
loss to the city of some $250.

FOUND A GOLCONDA 
IN THE CANAL ZON 


Agent of Smithsonian Institution 
Tells of Indians Who Use 
Gold Nuggets in Trade. 


NO PLACE FOR WHITE MEN 


Tribes Are Warlike, and Black Fever 
Makes It Perilous for All 
but Natives. 


After spending fourteen months on an 
investigation along the canal zone regard- 
ing the allegations that have been brought 
against certain officials in the employ of 
the Canal Comntission, J. H. Collins re- 
turned from Colon yesterday on the Royal 
Mail Steam Packet Trent, en route for 
Washington, to make his report. He de- 
clined to discuss it before submitting it 
to the authorities. 

Mr. Collins sald last month was a record, 
one for the amount of money sent to the 
United States by men employed along the 
canal. He found them all in good spirits 
and fond of baseball, bowling, tennis, row- 
ing, and all kinds of healthy outdoor 
Sports. Gambling {s not popular nor 
drinking to any extent, Mr. Collins found, 
and this had been so marked during the 
last year that many of the saloon and 


gambling house proprietors in Colon and |.

The health of the employes as a whole 
was good, he said, and the labor condi- 
tions at the present time satisfactory.

He 
was sent out by the Smithsonian Institu- 
tion to study the conditions of the San 
Blas Indians, who live in the interior of 
the Republic of Panama, about seventy 
miles up the coast on the Pacific side. He 
told some of the most thrilling adventures 
I have ever heard. His companions, two 
Americans boys, were killed by the In- 
dians last January. 

“The Baroa described the San Blas 
country as being very rich and the na- 
tives warlike. He was certain there is 
plenty of gold back in the mountains, as 
the Indians traded for merchandise in 
gold nuggets, which had evidently been 
washed down some mountain stream. He 
said that the difficulties to be encoun- 
tered in the San Blas country were very 
great, as there were no roads at all, the 
only means of trazel being by canoes and 
navigating tortious waterways, where an 
exploring party could be easily ambushed. 
In addition to the Indians there was the 
malignant black-water fever to be con- 
tended with. 

‘‘The Baron is making monthly expe- 
ditions into the San Blas country on be- 
half of the Panama Government to teach 
the natives how to get rid of the swarms 
of locusts that destroy their crops. He 
stays in as long as his provisions last. 
He is accompanied by his brother, a Heid- 
elberg student. ‘The Baron said it would 
be perilous for any white man to attempt 
to reach the mountains in search of the 
gold, as the natives have never allowed 
any strangers to penetrate into the in- 
terior. He was only there on_suffrance. 
and had to be always on the alert. Their 
country is rich in :oal and all kinds of 
minerals.”

Fishers Rescue Helvetia’s Crew 
Off Norway—Castilla Falls 
Near Helgoland. 


MEN TAKEN ABOARD CUTTER 


Helvetia Traveled 775 Miles Over Land 
and Water—Only One of Contest- 


ants Now Unaccounted For, 


BERLIN, Oct. 14.—Only one of the 
twenty-three balloons that started in the 
race for the International Trophy on 
Sunday from Schmargendorf is unac- 
counted for. This is the German balloon 
Busley, under the command of Dr. Nie- 


mier, with Hans Siedmann as assistant. | 
Dispatches received here early in the day | 


from Cuxhaven announced that the Span- 
ish contestant, Castilla, had dropped into 
the ocean six miles north of Helgoland, 
and that the navigators, Montojo and Ro- 
| bero, had been rescued by fishermen. This 
evening a dispatch was received from 
Molde, Norway, telling of the descent of 
the Swiss balloon Helvetia to the ocean 
and the rescue of Col. Schaeck and B. 
Messner. The dispatch read as follows: 

“A fishing boat this afternoon rescued 
the occupants of the balloon Helvetia at 
the last moment, as they were sinking, 
the gus being totally exhausted. The bal- 
loon was saved. Schaeck and Messner re- 
mained here over night and proceed to 
Christiansand to-morrow.” 

Helvetia Traveled 775 Miles. 

Molde is only thirty-two miles south- 
west of Christiansand, and in order to 
reach this point the Helvetia must have 
traveled about 1,250 kilometers, or 775 
miles tn a direct line, and must also have 
passed over the Skagerrak, or the still 
greater expanse of the North Sea. This 
is by far the greatest distance yet report- 
ed to the credit of any of the contestants, 
the majority of whom either took a some-

FAMOUS PORTRAIT ENGRAVER, 


Robert Nanteuil of Rhelms One of the 
Great Masters of His Day. 


Robert Nanteull, born at Rheims in 1623, 
was no doubt the most eminent of French 
portrait engravers. He was a pupil of 
Nicholas Regnesson, and also received 
instruction from Philippe de Champaigne, 
whose austere and colorless Jansenists 
were in the style of an engraver, and who 
apparently exercised a very considerable 
influence on Nanteulil. 

The latter, however, though severe in 
his work and diligent in application, was 
a gay Parisian in his life, and belonged 
to the circle the central light of which was 
Mile, de Scudery. He practiced the then 
distinguished art of crayon portrsituss. 
and executed a portrait of the King in 
this medium, becoming later designer and 
engraver to the royal Cabinet, with a 
pension. He engraved some 220 portraits, 
counting among his subjects most of the 
leading men of his time. 

In his earlier work he 
lines without cross-hatching, 
employed that technique with charming 
result. He not infrequently engraved 
from the work of others, as in his ‘*‘ Moses 
Holding the Tables of the Law,” after 
the picture by Philippe de Champaigne, 
a plate upon which Edelinck also worked, 
but much of his engraving was done from 
his own drawings. He died in Paris in 
1678. 

At the Keppel Galleries, 4 West Thirty- 
ninth Street, a fine collection of his por- 
traits is now on exhibition. The subjects 
include two portraits of Louis XIV., one 
from Mignard’'s painting showing the 
King at the age of 23, another from life, 
showing the King five years later, bet- 
ter tempered in expression, with a hu- 
morous smile that seems hardly to belon 
to his character, and with his abundan 
curls arranged with especial elegance. 

Most of Nanteuil’s smaller work is 
finer than the large pieces, the gem of 
the present collection being the portrait 
of Francois de la Mothe le Vayer, drawn 
from life and showing a remarkable grasp 
of the anatomy of the head and the most 
delicate feeling for subtleties and refine- 
ments of modeling.

Valuable Free Information. 
When the market developed a reaction- 
ary tendency in the afternoon there were 
some who recalled that before the begin- 
ning of trading considerable advice had 
been gratuitously handed out to sel! the 
market. They regarded it then merely as 
bearish ammunition, but the partial veri- 
fication gave it, of course, a greater Im- 
portance. There is not very much of a 
mystery about this kind of advice, for the 
reason that it would have been forgotten 
entirely if the market development had 
not attracted special attention to it. Nev- 
ertheléss, it raises the question whether 
in its origin it is not intended to 
give a hint to traders, possibly for 
the purpose of demonstrating how accu- 
rate information coming from certain 
sources might be. One of the wire houses 
has a member who numbers among his 
special customers a man wéll known in 
many clubs. The latter called the broker 
on the telephone just as the market was 
opening and told him that he had been 
notified that certain stocks, naming them, 
might go lower during the day. He gave 
some selling orders. He did not give the 
name of his informant. Gossip, rumors, 


and real information are so mixed in the 
financial district that unless advice comes 
direct, without the intervention of any 
one cise, there is fair reason to disre- 
gard it.

Dullness and Reaction. 


Dullness in the late trading limited the 
significance of the price fluctuations even 
in the important stocks. There was the 
usual analysis of what this condition 
meant, and those hopefully inclined saw 
nothing but good in the fact that the 
market had become dull on a reaction. 
Market annalysts were keeping in touch 
with the leaders, Union Pacific, Southern 
Pacific, Reading, the Steel stocks, St. 
Paul, and the like, in an effort to find out 
what the actual conditions are and what 
may be the speculative possibilities. Union 
Pacific is the storm centre of rumors, 
Every move in that issue is supposed to 
indicate the feeling toward the market of 
the so-called ‘“‘ big interests.” A repre- 
sentative of the interests which are sup- 
posed to dominate the stock, and who is 
a good trader in the market, was asked 
by a friend yesterday to give him advice, 
particularly in regard to Union and South- 
ern Pacific. He got the advice, but it was 
oracular: “‘ Union Pacific will undoubtedly 


sell very much higher, but so far as I can 
find out it is not traveling on any closely 
defined.and arbitrary schedule. You must 
figure out the delays for yourself.”

Comparisons with a Yenr Ago. 


These are days when casual talk in the 
customers’ rooms of brokerage offices is 
likely to have a reminiscent flavor.

Naturally, the 
current quotations are compared, and 
some of these comparisons are interest- 
ing.

City and Federal Bonds. 


Strength in the market for New York 
City bonds and extreme dullness in the 
market for Government bonds are report- 
ed by the brokers in these special issues. 
The city issues are doing very well, with 
the 4 per cent. bonds selling in the neigh- 
borhood of a 3.91 basis, which augurs 
well for the impending sale of new 4 per 
cents, The city will have to take care of 
$25,000,000 of maturing 6 per cent. war- 
rants on or about the Ist of November, 
and more warrants will undoubtedly be 
sold. The Government market is stag- 
nant, primarily because of the abundance 
of circulation. During the panic days of 
last Fall the banks were urged to take 
out circulation to the limit.

Miss Grace C. Strachan of Brooklyn, 
one of the two women District Superin- 
tendents in the city school system, was 
under fire for nearly half an hour in the 
Board of Education yesterday afternoon, 
certain members alleging that she had 
been engaged in ‘‘ undue political activ- | 
ity " in connection with the ‘‘ Equal Pay” | 
bill, of which she has long been an ad- | 
vocate. 

Commissioner Jonns brought the matter 
before the board by a resolution calling 
upon Dr. W. H. Maxwell to investigate 
and report to the board at its next meet- 
ing whether or not Miss Strachan had 
urged teachers in a public statement at 
the Normal College to try to defeat every | 
oandidete for the Legislature who was op- 
posed to the “‘ Hqual Pay ”’ bill and try to 
elect those who favored this measure, 
which was defeated at the last session of 
the Legislature and has never had the 
approval of the Board of Education. 

Commissioner Jonas represents Miss 
Strachan's borough in the board. His res- | 
olution follows: 


In the public press recently appeared @ 
tatement to the effect that Miss Grace C. 
Srechen. District Superintendent of Schools, 
had publicly urged employes of the Board of 
Hducation to electioneer for or against cer- 
tain candidates for office because of their 
attitude toward the so-called Equal Pay bill: 
Whereas, The Board of Education found it 
mecessary mot long ago to criticise and rep- 
rimand this same employe for political ac- 
tivity and inattention to duty, and it ap- 
ring that this mild action an dwarning 
Bea no apparent effect, be it therefore 
Resolved, That the attention of the City 
Superintendent of Schools be called to the 
matter, with the request for a report at the 
next meeting of this board.

Commenting on trade conditions The 
Iron Age says: 

October promises to be remembered as a 
month in which the iron market drifted after 
having shown through a succession of months 
measurable gains in buying power. With the 
elections less than three weeks ahead there is 
no disposition to discount the outcome, though 
here and there buyers are announcing what 
they will do tn the way of contracts after Nov, 
8. Some signs are recognized of preparations 
by the railroads to take care {n the near future 
of imperative needs, particularly in equipment.
